The Politician. 


From the Republican Watch-Tower. 


St. Domingo—As our present condition re- 
specting St. Domingo is but little known, I 
would ask the attention of my readers to the 
conduct of Christophe towards us. 

Ever since the discomfiture of the French 
and the final evacuation by the force en:rusted | 
to the command of Leclere, the Island has been ' 
torn to pieces by two Chiefs, Petion and Chris- 
tophe, the former contending for Representative | 
Government, as far as it is practicable there, 
and the latter for absolute power over the pub- 
Jic will and force A Government by Repre- 
sentation, with a President, perhaps in imitation 
of ours, Was c ntemplated, and Christophe was 
elected Chief Magistrate, but as nothing short of 

seif-dominion would content him, he rejected 
the offer, and at the head of his troops assumed 
the character and arrogated the powers of a 
monarch. Thus resisted, his opponents now 
tendered the Presidency to Petion who finally ac- 
cepted it. Hence arose some SiX years ago, 
the hostilities which have ever since been carri- 
ed on between the two Chiefs, the one combat- 
ting tor what may be called regular and legiti- 
mate Government, and the other for usurpation 
an uncontrouled sway. : 

Ii curiously enough happens that in this con- 
tei the Island is pretty equally divided, Chris- 
tophe possessing all north of St. Mark, while 
Petion maintains the south. ‘Their land and 
naval forces are equal, each having 13,000 
troops and eight ships, mounting from sixteen 
to twenty-six guns,of 24’s and 32’s. Several 
desperate but undecisive naval batues have 
been fought, and their rencounters by land have 
not been less equivocal in their issue. ; 

In order to obtain a naval ascendancy over his 
antagonist, and to overwhelm bim with a superi- 
or force, Christophe despatched to Baltimore, a 
Frenchman of the name of Buernelle, with di- 
rections to contract for the building of two small 
frigates. These, when nearly completed, were 
atiached by some Merchants of Baltimore, on 
whose property Christophe had committed spo- 
liation. Thus frustrated, Buernelle returned to 
the Usurper, who in consequence of the deten- 
tion of our armed ships has let loose his pick- 
aroons upon our commerce, as well as upon the 
commerce of Spain, fificen or sixteen of whose 
vessels he has captured. Inthe depredations 
which are thus committed upon our trade, Chris- 
tophe follows the example of Napoleon Hav- 
ing seized our vessels and cargoes, he impris- 
ons or forces our sailors into his service, strips 
and lacerates them, and resorts to every violence 
which a ferocious tyrant can invent or inflict.— 
Two of our trigates would overawe the savage 
and command respect for our remaining com- 
merce with the American Isles. Why not thus 
employ them? This rising Alviers in our neigh- 
bourhood should be repressed and punished. 

Buernelle, wlio marred a black woman at the 
Cape, an whose wife is now in Philadciphia, has 
the confidence and is a fit agent of Christophe. 
He is aman of abandoned character, with much 
of cunning, mtrigue and activity. 

The characters of Petion and Christophe form 
aperfect contrast. Petionis just, generous, and 
humane ; Christophe is rapacious ond cruel.— 
Petion duly respects neutral! flags, is friendly to 
coinmerce, and gives it every aid. Christophe 
is a pirate, and as such should be treated. The 
depredations which the latter has corimitted 
upon Our commerce in consequence of the de- 
tention at Baluimore of the wo armed vessels, 
Were commenced about four weeks ago. ‘These 
Will probably be continued by the usurper, who 
has obtained the accession to his waval force of 
a frigate, which was recently sent to the Cape 
by an English merchant, upon speculation, which 
it is concluded Christophe has purchased.— 
This, itis feared, will give him a superiority 
over Petion, and if unresisicd and unpunished 
by us, enable him to continue his ravages on our 
commerce in the passage from the Mole. 








From the United States’ Gazette. 





In Mr. Armstrong’s letter to Mr. Madison of 
the 22d of February, 1808, lately published for 
the firs: time, we observe that he refers to his 
public despatches of the '7th of the same month 
as containing the same unfavorable intelligence 
in regard to the then existing disposition and 
conduct of the French government ‘owards the 
United States. Upon looking at the documents 
communicated to congress at the opening of the 
session in 1808, we find seven lines only of that 
important public despatch introduced under the 
title of Extract ; and these relate only to the 
Sale of a part ot the cargo of the James Adams. 
It veally appears to us very little if at all short 
of an impeachable offence in the administration 
to suppress public information of such impor- 


tance, atthe same time continually holding out | 


the idea of a speedy adjustment of all difleren- 
ces with France, thereby encouraging the mer- 
chan's to send their property to what the gov- 
ernment Knew to be certain destruction.

Are not 
our Corporation remiss in their prepara- 
tions for fire? Addresses to public bod- 
les often pass like the idle breeze. It 
is unpleasant, and of no avail, for a single 
citizen to complain or express his senti- 
ments. No person pays great attention. 
The remarks are read, the newspaper is 
cast aside, and nothing more is thought 
of the subjest, till woeful - experience 
brings itto remembrance. And believe 
meé, this subject may be reconsidered 
with heart-felt sorrow by many whose 
wealth biinds their eyes, and chains their 
hands—when, perhaps, in the dispensa- 
tions of Divine Providence, they may be 
awakened from their slumbers by the 
awful cry of fire, without time to snatch 
their property from the flame, or their 
offspring from the conflagration. Is 


| there a sufficient alarm given to the cit- 
| zens in time of fire ? 


May not perhaps 
one, two, or three buildings be consu- 
med before a single bell sounds the a- 
larm ‘—-Where is the alarm bell in this 
growing and populous city? What is 
the feeble voice of a watchman, when 
hundreds are in a secluded part of their 
houses, wrapped in a deep and deathlike 
sleep? What are the exertions of mer- 
itorious firemen, without the additional 
exertions of the citizens generally ? 
Many, it is well known, on an alarm of 
fire, make enquiry, discover it is at a 
great distance from home, and content- 
edly iie down in their beds, or if they 
happen to rise, they march with a slow 
pace to the scene of confusion, place 
themselves at a convenient distance for 
observation, veil their faces with their 
hats to prevent a blush by being per- 
ceived, fold their arms and composedly 
Waste their time, as if at a theatre ora 
circus. Such conduct is despicable—but 
itisa lamentabie fact—Who can actthus 
when his neighbor’s property (that prop- 
erty amassed by piecemeal during a se- 
ries of years) is enveloped in devouring 
flames; when his children may be cast 
upon the charity of an uniecling world?

CLERMONT SHESP SHEARING. 


On the 15th and 16th of June, the 
shearing of his flock of Merino Sheep, 
was celebrated by the Hon. Rozert R. 
LivinGcsron, at Clermont, amid a larve 
concourse of his fellow citizens. Re- 
spectable farmers trom different districts 
of the siate—several gentlemei, from Ai- 
bany and New-York—and connoisseurs 
from different states were observed a- 
mong them. More than usual interest 
was attached to this exhibition, from the 
consideration that we are indebted to 
Mr. Livingston, for the first introduction 
of the Merino Sheep in America—and 
for the first public shearing: in the nor- 
thern stutes. The stock which was ori- 
ginally imported from the national flock 
of Raimbouiiiet, in France, has multipli- 
ed many fold since its introduction in 
1802. Itis now ascertained by experi- 
ment, that this race of sheep will thrive 
well in our climate. Through a series 
of generations, there is not the least ap- 
pearance of degeneracy. On the other 
hand,the sheep improve in size and beau- 
ty of form, while the wool retains its ex- 
quisite fineness, and acquires an Increase 
of quantity. The excelient Broadcioths, 
Coatings, and Kerseymeres which have 
been manufactured from it, have com- 
pletely established its character. 

To encourage the growing sp:rit of 
internal enterprize, the proprictor of the 
flock, had given extensive invitations to 
his fellow citizens. Tie numerous and 
respectable body whe attended on the oc- 
casion, evinced the lively curiosity which 
itexcited. To ve witnesses of the shear- 
ing of the fuil biooded Merinos, as well 
as the different crosses, was « novel and 
interesung spectacle. The days were 
remarkably fine. The shearing was per- 
formed, and every fleece weighed in the 
presence of the spectators who examin- 
edthe sheep. Aud the fairest opportu- 
nity was afforded of inspecting, as well 
the size and figure of the animals, as the 
weight and fineness of the fleece. — 

The result of the shearing was highly 
satisfactory. Among the facts develo- 
ped during the day’s work, the following 
were more particuiarly noted. The flee- 
ces of the Ciermont stock rams, when 
taken collectively, averaged nine pounds

It was highly gratifying to observe 
many of the Gentlemen cloathed in ele- 
gant cloth prepared frem domestic Me- 
rino wool. 

Various pieces of cloth made from the 
same article were exhibited as proofs of 
the skill already attained in spinning, ful- 
ling, dying, shearing and the other bran- 
ches of the manufacture. 

Many of the citizens present, towards 
the close of the day, made their selcc- 
tion from the flock pursuant to previous 
contracts, and took their sheep away, 
and it was observed that farmers who 
had never been influenced before by any 
representation in favour of the Merino 
breed, were then convinced of its supe- 
rior value and became purchasers or con- 
tracted for sheep to be delivered to them 
on a future day. On the close of the 
last day the patriotic Col. Humphries, 
who had been previously invited, favour- 
ed Clermont with a visit, and had an op- 
portunity of witnessing and expressing 
his satisfaction at the beauty of tne flock, 
and of seeing some part of it shorn—a- 
mong others, a 7 and full bred ewe each 
of which gave eight pounds of wool.— 
The lambs were sold at the following 
rates—4 full bred at $1000 each—l4: 
45th at $250 each—upwards of 20: t at 
$100 each—between twenty and thirty 
3 at $30 each—$500 was offered and re- 
fused by a gentleman present for a +éth 
purchased’ last year at Clermont, that 
was exhibited to slew the extreme fine- 
ness of his fleece, which in no particular 
fell short of a full bred sheep.
